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SIMPLICITY IN GOVERNMENT 


Too often the conduct of government business gets out of 
hand with a multiplicity of bureaus and departments that criss- 
cross each other in their efforts, Present day regulation of 
employers is daily checked by inspectors for unemployment 
insurance, income tax, workmen’s compensation, industrial re- 
lations board, health boards, and the like. You would think 
that people were in business, not primarily to sell or produce 
goods, but to keep up a continuous round of bookkeeping 
entries. 

With separate government agencies regulating municipal 
affairs, income tax, agriculture services, hospital boards, school 
affairs, etc., farmers could be forgiven if they concluded that 
their primary purpose was not to produce foed but to enable 
armies of bookkeepers in the cities to remain in jobs making 
continuous rounds of inspection, reports, check-ups, etc., etc., 
to infinity. 

One businessman explained the complex in farmers’ terms 
thusly: 

“Let us suppose that I am the owner of a cow. The pur- 
pose of a cow is to produce milk. If you turn the creature into 
a pasture and allow her to eat grass she will produce many 
quarts of lacteal fluid/ The process consists of eating grass, 
transmitting it into milk, removing the milk from the udder. 
However, you are infected with the system disease: You cease 
to be interested in milk. You hire inspectors to count the 
number and measure the height of the blades of grass eaten 
by your cow. You count the number of steps she takes in 
the pasture. You time the number of occasions upon which 
she looks over the fence,.and test the volume of sound pro- 
duced when she moos. Then you employ a bookkeeper to 
record these items, and various persons to make out forms for 
the guidance of the bookkeeper. 

“At the end of the year you have a vast and enterprising 
volume of information, but you have added so greatly to the 
cost of your operation by systematizing that you lose money 
on every quart of milk you sell. This, of course, is exceedingly 
modern and in accord with business practice, but you find 
yourself compelled to sell your cow to pay your overhead.” 

It is somewhat comforting to know that the Alberta legis- 
lature is going to provide for a. county system that will put 
municipal, hospital. and school affairs in the hands of one 
council for each district in the province. 

One point of view we must not overlook, however, is that 
given such wide powers. county councils must none-the-less 
see to it that the ratepayer’s dollar is safeguarded against fur- 
ther depredation. Introduction of this system should not be 
the signal to embark on a spending spree in the areas in which 
the county system is being tried out.

Explaining the County System 


(From Edmonton Journal) 


EDMONTON. — A plan to cen- 
tralize administration of school, 


hospital and municipal affairs in 
a single county council passed 
first reading in the Alberta legis- 
lature last week 


The plan, contained in a Dill 
called The County Act differs from 
general county government in that 
councillors are elected from the 
county at large without the local 
officials of a town or village auto- 
matically: gaining a seat on the 
county council. 


The bill provides that the gov- 
ernment, by order-in-council, may 
set up the boundaries of a county, 
its electoral divisions and the num- 
ber of councillors on the council. 

Under the plan, the chairman of 
the county council, elected at the 
first meeting of the council by its 
members, is given the powers ex- 
ercised before by the reeve of the 
municipality, the chairman of the 
board of school trustees and the 
chairman of the hospital district 
board. : 

The council is given sole juris- 
diction over municipal, school and 
hospital affairs but will have three 
committee to take the load of ad- 
ministration off its  sHoulders. 
These committees, formed partly 
of elected councillors and partly 
of appointed electors, have the 
same powers as the council except 
to borrow money, pass by-laws or 
those powers reserved for the 
council by a by-law or an order- 
in-council 


UP TO SEVEN 

Membership of the municipal 
affairs committee would be the 
smallest of the three groups with 
three county councillors and not 
more than three electors appoint- 
ed by the council. The other twe 
committees could have up to seven 
members. 

Hospital and school affairs com- 
mittees would be made up of three 
county councillors, at least one 
and not more than three electors 
named by the county council, and 
representatives of any town and 
village which comes under the 
county council. q 
The act says that where there are 
more than three towns and vil- 
lages in the county entitled to a 
member on the school and hospital 
affairs committees, the mayors 
will act as a representative in 
rotation from year to year. 

Powers given the three divisions 
of representatives on the three 
committees are equal. The com- 
mittee will prepare estimates for 
presentation to the county council 
which passes a budget. 

The part of the budget approved 
for each of the three committees 
will be the responsibility of that 
particular committee for adminis- 
tration. 

The new act also provides that 
the minister of education, health 
and municipal affairs may divide 
the assets and liabilities of school, 
hospital and municipal districts 
partly included in a new county 
set up by order-in-council. 


Problem In Exodus Of Married Priests 


ROME. — The flight of Reman 
Catholic priests from areas where 
Catholic clergy have wives and 
children to other areas where 
most are forbidden to be married 
has created a special problem for 
the Vatican, according to its news 
Service. 


The married priests are mem- 
bers of the Oriental rite, to 
which 8,000,000 of the. world’s 
425,000,000 Catholics belong. The 
Latin rite, which is practised by 
97 per cent of the world’s Cath- 
olics, including most of those 
in the United States, foribds mar- 
riage among the clergy. 


into Germany, France and Italy 
from Poland, Bulgaria, Romania, 
Russia and other Communist 
areas. The Vatican Sacred Con- 
gregation for the Oriental rites is 
attempting to find new assign- 
ments for them, but has found 
that priests and laity in the 
Americas and in western Europe 
have been startled to encounter 
priests with wives and children. 
Many of the priests have five to 
eight children. 


The “benevolent comprehen- 
sion” of some local bishops has 
made it possible to find new 
assignments for “a number” of 
the eile priests, the Vatican press 
service said. The Sacred Con- 
gregation for the Oriental rites 
has sent word to bishops, through 
local Vatican nuncios, that the 
married priests are in proper ec- 
clesiastical order, and. has asked

planations to local priests and

Fire Leaves Family Homeless. 
How often have we read this cap- 
tion in the newspaper and possibly 
skipped on to find out last night’s 
hockey score or to see what latest 
tangle Dagwood Bumstead has got 
himself tnto. If we know the town 
or village in which the fire occur- 
red we would likely read on to see 
if any one we knew was burned 
out or involved in the loss, but 
generally we dismiss it as just 
one of those things. As a result of 
this attitude most of us are hope- 
lessly unprepared when fire 
strikes home at us; we go into a 
panic and do just about everything 
we shouldn’t do, spreading the 
fire when we should be assisting 
in putting it out. 

The problem of making the pub- 
lic fire-conscious and_ getting 
people organized to prevent fires 
before they happen and to deal 
with them safely and expeditiously 
when they do break out is one of 
the priority jobs of the Provin- 
cial Fire Commissioner’s Office. 
Their statistics show that the fi- 
nancial loss due to fires in Alberta 
last year was four and one-half 
million dollars. 

That these losses may be cut 
down those in charge of Fire Pre- 
vention Education are bringing to 
the attention of the public the 
need for greater precautions in 
everything that might be a fire 
hazard. They use the radio, lec- 
tures, pamphlets, posters and 
movie films to get the information 
across to the people. The Nation- 
al Film Board are distributing a 
new film on this subject at the 
present time which bears the title 
ARE YOU SAFE AT HOME? 

It will be shown on the National 
Film Board Rural Circuits during

Stop Smut — Treat Your Seed — 


Seed treatment of grain crops for 
the control of smut is a practice 
that is adding hundreds of thousands 
of dollars annually to the pockets 
of western farmers. 

Treatment Needed. There are 
two important reasons why seed 
treatment should be widely used in 
Western Canada this spring. First, 
the surface-borne grain smuts, which 
can be easily controlled by seed 
treatment, are still very prevalent 
in this country and causing heavy 
losses annumlly. Second, owing to 
the occurrence of frost, drought, 
and poor harvesting conditions, 
much of the seed-grain that war 
produced in many districts of West- 
ern Canada in 1949 will germinate 
poorly, yes, very poorly, in 1950. 
Such seed needs to be protected 
against soil-borne organisms that 
cause seed decay and_ seedling 
blights. Seed treatment will per- 
form two important functions—it 
will disinfect and protect the seed. 

Treatment Methods. Today, the 
seed disinfectants (chemicals) recom- 
mended for treating wheat, oats, 
and barley for smut control are 
Ceresan M, Leytosan and Panogen. 
Panogen, a liquid treatment, is a 
promising new seed®@ disinfectant. 
When used in the dust form, Cere- 
san M or Leytosan should be 
applied to wheat, oats and barley 
at the rate of 1% oz. per bushel of 
seed. It is best, however, to treai 
seed of oats and barley at least 
7 days before it is sown. If seec. 
graim is dry it may be treated oC 
to 90 days before seeding, withou 
injury to germination. Such treaic 
seed must, however, be stored in 1 
dry, well ventilated place. It mus: 
be remembered, of course, that the 
above treatments will not contro! 
loose smut of wheat and true locs: 
smut of barley. The only satisfic- 
tory seed treatment for these smmiis 
is the “Hot Water Treatment.’'v

“In The Legislature” 


This week saw the continuation 
and completion of the debate on 
the Speech from the Throne. 
Every member of the opposition 
spoke and a goodly number from 
the Government side. 

Honourable A. J. Hooke, Minis- 
ter of Economic Affairs, told the 
House that nearly a million tour- 
ists visited Alberta during the

Gordon Taylor, member for 
Drumheller, was disturbed over the 
Orders-in-Council being passed by 
the Dominion Government; 730 
duing the First World War, 92,000 
during the last year and 5,4000 in 
1947, when there was no war. 

The Government was strongly 
criticized this week by the Lac 
Ste. Anne member, A. V. Bourcier, 
whose seat has been moved to 
the other side of the house. He 
claimd that there were Commun- 
ists in th Government and that So- 
cial Credit principles had been ab- 
andoned. 


About twenty bills have been in- 
troduced into the House but only 
minor changes are being made by 
them and no particular change in 
principle or policy. 


Friday night's sitting was well 
attended to hear the Budget ad- 
dress of Premier HB, C. Manning. 
It was the largest budget in Al- 
berta’s history with an estimated 
revenue on income account of 
$74,789,530, The estimated expen- 
ditures on income and capital ac- 
count will leave a balance this 
year estimated at $2,536,439. For 
many years the budget has been 
estimated with a deficit and this 
year’s estimated surplus may even 
be exceeded by the end of 1950-51. 

Much valuable information con- 
cerning Alberta's oil industry was 
given by the Honourable N. B. 
Tanner, which will be dealt with 
in the next article in this paper.

Egg Co-Op Stresses Need For 
Marketing Board 


Urgent need for continued ef- 
forts to establish a National 
Board to market Canada’s surplus 
egg and poultry products was 
stressed by delegates attending the 
seventh annual meeting of Alberta 
Poultry Producers Limited in Cal- 
gary recently. Proposal involves 
the establishment of Provincial 
Boards working through a Nation- 
al Board empowered under Fed- 
eral Bill 82, as a permanent “self- 
help” solution to deficiencies of 
the current price support scheme. 

K. V. Kapler of Strome, Presi- 
dent, told thirty-five delegates 
from all parts of the province that 
prospects are for a shortage of 
eggs in the coming year as exist- 
ing support price levels are in- 
sufficient to maintain egg produc- 
tion at 1949 levels. “The present 
support program”, he said, ‘“‘rep- 
resents a stop-gap measure, but 
we should not be lulled to the con- 
clusion that it is the permanent 
solution to Canada’s surplus egg 
problem.” 


According to Mr. Kapler’s re- 
port, the Association issue@ final 
payments to members exceeding 
$130,000.00 during the year and 
simultaneously redeemed Series B 
and C Reserve Share Certificates 
issued in 1942 and 43 as well as 
Series A. Hatchery Reserves is- 
sued in 1944, 


Reports on Operations. 


J. I. Wright, General Manager, 

reported that in 1949, eggs mar- 
keted through the Association 
totalled 8,074,953 dozens, with 
poultry handlings at 2,964,851 
pounds representing a 19% in- 
crease over the previous year. 
Dried egg production exceeded 
1,200,000 pounds, while the organi- 
zation’s four hatcheries placed one 
and a quarter million chicks on Al- 
ebrta farms during the year, he 
stated. 
’ During the two-day sessions, 
delegates heard talks by L. F. 
Dawes, Senior Poultry Products 
Inspector, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, F. J. Higginson, 
Acting Poultry Commissioner, 
Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture, and Professor D. R. Clan- 
dinin, Associate Professor of Poul- 
try Husbandry, University of Al- 
berta. 

L, Normandeau, Winterburn, A 
J. Rix, Wetaskiwin, and J. H. 
Rhodes, Brant, were re-elected for 
two-year terms as Directors for 
districts A, C and E respectively. 
Mr. Kapler was subsequently re- 
elected to his sixth term as Presi- 
dent, while Mr. Rhodes was re- 
elected Vice-President. 

Resolutions passed by the dele- 
gates urged that action be taken 
to counteract pressure currently 
being put on the Federal Govern- 
ment to eliminate the price sup- 
port program, and asked that the 
Provincial Government implement 
legislation making the sale of un- 
graded poultry illegal in designat- 
ed urban areas. Delegates further 
Stressed the value of research 
being done by the University of 
Alberta Poultry Husbandry De- 
partment and asked that more 
Provincial funds be made available 
to promote this work. 

R. C. Marler, President of Al- 


berta Federation of Agriculture, 


was guest speaker at a convention 
banquet honoring delegates and he 
traced development of organized 
argiculture to the present time. 
Other speakers were J. EH. Ober- 
holtzer, Deputy Minister, Depart- 
ment of Industries and Labour; 
Ben Plumer, President, Alberta 
Wheat Pool; J. E. Brownlee, Presi- 
dent, United Grain Growers; J. 
Wood, President, Central Alberta 
Dairy Pool; H. Wright, President, 
Alberta Seed Growers Co-op Ltd.; 
Hugh Allen, President, Alberta 
Livestock Co-operative and Carl 
Stimpfle, President, Farmers’ 
Union of Alberta. 

J. K. Sutherland, Hanna, pre- 
sided as convention chairman.

Canadian Legion 
BESL News 


Over five million poppies and 
52,000 poppy wreaths in memory 
of Canada’s dead in two world 
wars were distributed throughout 
the Dominion during the week of 
November 11th last, according to 
T. D. Anderson, General Secretary 
of the Canadian Legion. 


At a meeting of the National 
Poppy Organizing Committee of 
the Legion held in Ottawa to con- 
sider plans for the 1950 campaign, 
it was disclosed from reports sub- 
mitted by provincial committees 
that 500,000 more individual pop- 
pies and 11,000 more wreaths were 
sold in Canada in 1949 than in 
1948. 


The little scarlet emblems of 
remembrance which make their 
annual appearance on November 
11th, are manufactured in “Vet- 
craft” shops operated by the De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs in 
Montreal, Toronto, Regina and 
Calgary, and by the Canadian Red 
Cross in Victoria. The work is 
done by veterans who are unable 
because of their disabilities to 
compete on the commercial mar- 
ket. Others, too handicapped to 
leave their homes, do the joh 
propped up in bed. For many this 
is a year-round occupation paying 
them a living wage. 

Apart from providing employ- 
ment for such veterans the entire 
proceeds of the money contributed 
by the public for poppies is spent 
by local Legion branches for relief 
of needy ex-servicemen, widows 
and orphans of deceased veterans, 
in cases,where government assist- 
ance for various reasons cannot be 
given,

When Chambers of Commerce, 
municipal councils, and transpor- 
tation experts and economists dis- 
cuss the problems of attracting 
industry to a particular munici- 
pality, they talk about such things 
as freight rates, proximity to the 
source of material supply and dis- 
tribution costs.

RESISTANCE BUILT UP BY 
CALFHOOD VACCINATION 


During 1949 a large dairy herd 
that was Bang’s free had infection 
introduced by the purchase of an 
infected cow. 18 cows aborted, 
mostly while on pasture. In the 
same pasture field were 12 preg- 
nant heifers which were vaccinat- 
They could not help 
being exposed to heavy infection. 
but every one carred its calf full 
term. The calves were all born 
normal and healthy. As first calf 
heifers are more liable to abort 
than other cows, we presume that 
if these heifers had not been vac- 
cinated as calves a high percent- 
age or all would have aborted. This 
ease clearly shows the value of 
calfhood vaccination in a negafive 
herd and also how easy it is to in- 
troduce infection even into the 
best of herds. The loss in milk 
and cream in this herd would 
amount to a lot of money. No 
owner of a clean herd can be cer- 
tain of keeping infection out. Dogs 
and even coyotes may drag an ab- 
orted calf on to his property. 

Another example pertaining to 
an infected herd is as_ follows: 
Several ranchers used to lose 30- 
40 calves every year due to Bang’s 
Disease. By following a yearly 
program of calfhood vaccination 
these losses have been eliminated.

Farm Facts 


30-40 extra beef cattle for sale 
now mean $6,000-$8,000 more an- 
nually, so calfhood vaccination has 
paid them big dividends. 


Anyone in the Municipal Dis- 
tricts of Morinville, Strathcona, 
Sturgeon and Stony Plain who is 
interested in this calfhood vaccin- 
ation program started in the Muni- 
cipalities of Morinville and Strath- 
cona last fall, may write the Dis- 
trict Agriculturist, at 9817-Jasper 
Avenue. This should be done 
without delay in order to vaccinate 
in May all heifer calves which 
were too young last fall. The 
spring born calves will have to be 
done in the fall. 


TRACTORS CAN BE FIRE 
HAZARDS 


Experience of fire insurance of- 
ficials goes to show that the farm 
tractor can be a number one fire 
hazard, if treated too casually. 
Farm tractors are designed so that 
the chance of fire is reduced to a 
minimum, but unless the machine 
is kept in good running order, and 
is operated on a safety first plan 
it can be, and is the cause of many 
farm fires. 

The important items are muf- 
flers, gasoline lines, carberators, 
and the ignition system. Trouble 
rarely comes suddenly and there 
are usually warnings of defects 
which can be detected in advance. 

Tractor repairing should not be 
done in any building where fire 
could do extensive damage. Dis- 
tance is the greatest protection 
and the cheapest. A minimum dis- 
tance should be 80 feet from any 
main building. Flaming gasoline 
spreads rapidly. 

Combustible material in and 
around a tractor can be a serious 
fire hazard. Chaff can accumulate 
on the engine, pile up on the muf- 
fler or get sufficiently in contact 
with heated parts to cause a flash 
fire to start. 

There may be no rules of the 
farm—as there are of the high- 
way—but the slightest accident, 
if flaming gasoline is involved— 
can cause a disastrous fire. 


WILD BEES AID ALFALFA 
SEED SET 


Two groups of wild bees are 
mainly responsible for alfalfa seed 
setting. These are the bumble- 
bees and the leaf-cutter bees. The 
large, hairy, black and yellow 
bumblebees and the leaf-cutter do 
the tripping. Both are effective 
“trippers” but they vary in their 
living and working habits. 

The leaf-cutter bees are, as a 
group, the most effective cross- 
pollinators of alfalfa. Providing 
suitable nesting sites are available 
close to the fields, they appear in 
numbers year after year. Leaf- 
cutter bees nest in trees or logs, or

in dry banks nearby alfalfa fields 
when the weather is bright and 
warm. The leaf-cutter bees are 


very sensitive to temperature 
drops. 


Bumblebees tend to nest on the 
surface or below ground level, in 
exposed grassy areas, or in light 
bush. They may be abundant one 
year and scarce for several years 
following. Unlike the leaf-cutter 
bees, however, they work at lower 
temperatures with less sunshine 
and consequently put in a longer 
“tripping” day in the alfalfa fields. 
But the bumblebee is a fickle feed- 
er and may direct his buzzing 
flight to a nearby clover field, ra- 
ther than across the fence in the 
alfalfa field. 


The honey bees cannot be de- 
pended upon to trip and effect the 
cross-pollinizing of alfalfa. Bum- 
blebees and leaf-cutter bees will 
do so, but they are present only in 
sufficient quantity to efficiently 
pollinate a limited acreage, partic- 
ularly the borderies. Fields should 
be small not exceeding 15 rods in 
width for best results.

day hosts of God’s people need the 
faith that sustained the apostle. A 
vision means the end for which a 
good man lives. Paul’s vision was 
heavenly, and he pursued it to the 
last breath of his life. His. vision 
sets him apart and makes him 
worthy of lifelong study. The 
strength, the continuity, and the 
passion of his devotion to the ideal 
lent distinction to his career. We 
wish to know more about his 
vision and it value for men today.” 


The vision of Christ became the 
foundation stone of a sustaining 
faith for Paul. This dynamic faith 
changed him from a persecutor to 
one persecuted. The 
Jesus, which he had cursed, be- 
came more precious to him than 
life itself. 


What was the character of the 
faith that sustained Paul? Bol- 
stered by that faith, he had the 
courage to withstand all kinds of 
persecution and to. stand before 
kings to proclaim his belief in 
Jesus Christ. Paul’s faith was 
one that grew out of his know- 
ledge of the holy scriptures — 
Moses and the prophets. We must 
remember that Paul was well 
learned in the scriptures of his 
day, being a Pharisee. With the 
help of the Holy Spirit, he had 
come to see that all the marks of 
the long Promised Messiah of the 
Old Testament’ were to be ‘found 
in Jesus. 


In the book of Romans, parti- 
cularly in the passage given for 
our consideration, Paul, the theo- 
logian, the chief interpreter of 
Christianity, is dealing with the 
problem of sin and how the sin- 
ner can get right with God and 
keep right with him. This “right- 
ness” alone brings peace. William 
James, the psychologist, once 
wrote about a man “consciously 
right, superior, happy’ who, by 
faith, becomes “consciously right, 
superior, happy.” Such faith 
means trusting God for deliver- 
ance through belief in Christ and 
acceptance of salvation through 
his death on the cross. 


The life of a Christian is not a 
bed of roses, warns Paul. Paul 
had learned through tribulations 
of many and varied sorts, that God 
had used troubles to make him a 
better man. Sorrow or suffering 
may sweeten and ennoble, or it 
may embitter and harden. The ef- 
fect depends on the individual him- 
self or herself. Christ died for 
the ungodly. He accepted suffer- 
ing in order that all those who be- 
lieved in him might escape the

CNR Reinstates 
J 2 s 
Train Services 

MONTREAL — The following 
statement was issued here by Don- 
ald Gordon, chairman and presi- 
dent of the Canadian National 
Railways: 

“When ‘coal shortages forced 
the Canadian National to reduce 
passenger train services in Canada 
by 25 per cent, the railway man- 
agement promised that the trains 
which were being temporarily dis- 
continued would be put back into 
operation as soon as conditions 
justified it. Now we are keeping 
our word. Full CNR train service 
will be restored as from Wednes- 
day, midnight, March 8th. All 
trains in Canada that stopped run- 
ning because of the coal shortage 
will go back on their normal 
schedules. 


“To the public who have given 
us their understanding support we 
express our thanks and say that 
the Canadian National will, as in 
past years, continue to provide fast 
reliable up-to-date transportation.

suffering and punishment for their 
sins. 

Paul’s sustaining faith was the 
result of experience. ..Having met 
Jesus on the Damascus road, Paul 
knew, from that time on, that 
Jesus was risen from the dead and 
was the divine Son of God. For 
him, it was not speculation, it was 
fact. No faith is worth having 
that does not stem from actual ex- 
perience. We should remember, 
however, that experience differs 
for each individual. For most of 
us, there is no climatic event like 
that which convinced Paul of the 
truth of Christ. Our assurance 
comes from trusting Jesus and 
finding that He is always by our 
side, to help us in every hour of 
need. The words of the hymn, 
“Just When I Need Him, Jesus: is 
Near,” are good to keep in mind, 
as we run the race of life. The 
author of Hebrews, using the sym- 
bol of the old athletic races as 
typical of the. Christian's life, sug- 
gests that, using the faith that 
sustains, we should persevere to 
the end, looking always unto 
“Jesus, the author and finisher of 
our faith.”

Sport Writers Expect

Is Joe Louis really going to launch a come-back this spring? 
That’s the big unanswered sport question this year, a question 
that has been given impetus by the ex-champion’s all-out fight- 
ing in recent matches labelled solely as exhibition bouts. Sport 
writers voted recently that Louis would decide on a come-back 
this spring, and that this would be the biggest sport story of the 


year. 


Rumored as logical opponent 
in a Brown Bomber campaign to 
regain the crown is Ezzard 
Charles, present title-holder in 
the befuddled heavyweight divi- 
sion. Charles defeated Walcott in 
a Louis-promoted ‘fight in Chi- 
cago. 


Main reason behind Louis’ pos- 
sible come-back seems to be that 
the Brown Bomber, despite the 
millions he’s roped in from a score 
of title fights, is running short of 
money. Night clubs, apartment 
house and soft drinks are some 
of the enterprises Louis has sank 
money into, but apparently none 
of them have paid off to the point 
where Joe’s future financial se- 
curity is assured. 


But the big danger about 
Louis: come-back: is that the ex- 
champion just might come up a- 
gainst a ‘White hope’ who would 
wreck Joe’s magnificent fistic re- 
cord. All over the continent a new 
fighting generation is growing up, 
and it is likely that some new star 
will soon emerge. 

One of these new fighters is 
Verne Escoe, a_ likely-looking 
heavyweight prospect from Winni- 
peg, who is now campaigning in 
England. Other newcomers, less 
known to fight fans generally, e- 
specially Canadian, are on the 
way. 


How would the big money bet 
on a Louis-Charles contest? There 
There seems to be little doubt 
‘that Charles couldn’t k.o. the ex- 
ehampion, but it’s ten years since

Game as they are, they 
haven’t half the ring savvy pos- 
sessed by other men that Louis 
blasted out of the ring a decade 
ago. 

So it comes back to that ever 
burning topic, money. If Joe Louis 
does decide on a ring come-back, 
you can be sure that’ll be behind 
it all.
